Report of Trip to ITEK 


Reference : Memo for Addressee, Subject: Exploitation 

of Equipment for CGR08A Photography (CQR- 
0244 dtd 1 Dec. 1958). 


1. During the period 2 - 3 Deemster, | and 

the undersigned visited IT5K. The primary purpose of the visit 
was to resolve the differences is opinion regarding the relative 
merits of the processors sod printers produced by ITSC and those 
manufacture d by EK.

3 . During our two day stay# we undertook to resolve each 
of the two najor points brought to our attrition by Mr. Leviaon. 

a.l. In answer to par* SA — We indicated to Walt 
Levisoa all of the EK processors are capable of producing material 
in e mc ee s of ca l cu lated resolution of the Hyae cameras' using 
either the Ha lenses or the lib leases. The majority of tbe 
cameras (14) will have the Ha leases. Only 4 cameras will have 
the Hb lenses. Sw: Ha leas produces 110 i/w® on axis, at 1° 
off axis 90 l/*a at 2° - 75 X/mt sad at 2 1/2° - 60 l/aa. His 
believes the Hb lens will produce 100 l/wm across the slit. It 
must be reaecbered these figures sxe based on bench teats using 
high resolution targets. 

2. Ve indicated to Mr. Levisoa that EK considered 

the XTBK printer an excellent m a ch i ne but it would need certain 
modifications before it could be utilised on CQBOHA. lie assured 
Mr. Levisoa all of the printers (SK and IKK) could dope materi al 
without appreciable lose of detail. 

Mr. Leviaon stated be bos not seen SK*» 
evaluation of either tbe ITSK printer oar processor* He 
assured Mai this sis an oversight on our part as we thought 
tbe undersigned had given bis copy to an I T M. representa- 
tive at tbe 3 Hoveaber Besting at SOU I premised to send 
Mb a copy as soon as I could locate one.

Levlson to establish closer 
liaison with m tod frankly and openly discuss any problems 
with Mr. Green and Ms people. If, after discussion and 
study, the problem still exists, the facts should be presented 
to us and we would then attempt to resolve the differences. 

6. COSClffSIOfta ; 

A. to believe ve have succeeded in bri nging BE and 
ITJ3C a little closer together and giving each a better under* 
standing of the other's Interests. I an tore Sd Green, as a 
consequence of aasw of ITfX’a accusations, has taken a closer 
look at his equipment and their results. 

S. The undersigned is of the opinion, however, that 
XTBE and £K will not work effectively as a team. I believe 
enough ill will has been engendered to preclude any hope of a 
good relationship. Our task of arbitration will be continuous. 

C. Our rwcomaeitdatioB is still to utilise EE processors 
and printers for CGRQ8A.
